Orders of the Committee of Management as to mhe Governor of the 

Calcutta Workhouse approved by the Lieutenant-Governor op 

Bengal 

The Governor. 

I. The Governor of the Workhouse shall mako himself acquainted with 
the provisions of Act IX of 1874, so far as they relate to his particular duties. 

II. He shall reside in the quorters provided for him, and he shall not 
absent b'mself for a whole night or day without obtaining the permission of the 
Secretary to the Committee of Management. If the Governor. he from 
unavoidable causes compelled to absent himself without having first obtained 
permission as above mentioned, he shall state the fact and the cause of it 
in the ]oui?nal which he is required to keep, and shall report the same to the 
Secretary for intormation 

III. In the exercise of the authority committed to him he shall show 
firmness with tact, and shall on no account use language calculated to irritate 
the inmates of the Institution. He shall at the same time take care that all 
oflSoers subordinate to him are properly supported m the maintenance of 
disoiplme, aud that all their orders are treated with respect. Any insubordinate 
behaviour on the part of the vagrants shall be immediately recorded for the 
information of the Visitois of the Committee of Management. 

If the misoonduot be of a serious nature, the Governor shall make 
immediate report to the Secretary. 
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IV. The Governor of the Workhonee shall receive into his custody any 
vagrant delivered over to him ivith an order for detention under section G of Aot 
IX of 1R74, signed by a Magistrate of Police in Calontta^ oi a Justice of the 
Peace exeroisiDg the powers of a Magistrate of the first class under the Code ot 
Oriminal Procedure in the Mufassal, and shall cause the name of the said vagrant, 
together with his age, oountry, profession, last employ and any other useful 
information oonoerniug him, to he reoordeil in a book kept for this purpose. 

V. The gate of the institution shall al-ways be kept closed, and strang'era 
shall not be permitted to visit the Workhouse or hold conversation with any of its 
inmates at any time without the permission of the Governor, Relatives of any 
inmates who may he suffering from a serious malady may bo allowed by the Gov- 
ernor to visit him at any time bet-ween sunrise and sunset. 

VI. The Governor shall, with the sanofcion of the President or Secretary, 
appoint one or more of the inmates of the Alms Ilouse to assist him in carrying 
on the duties connected with the internal discipline and management of the 
workhouse ; such assistants shall be called “Warders,” and shall receive “ Rs. 6 ” 
monthly. 

. VII. The keys of the outer gate shall al-ways he kept with the Governor, 
or, in his absence, with the Senior Warder of the Institution 

VIII. The Governor shall record in the journal all ooeurrenoes of import- 
ance within the Workhouse, such as relate to the health, oonduct, disoipline or 
employment of the inmates, as well as to the attendance, behaviour, eto., ot the 
subordinate officials. Such other books shall bo kepi^ and rules made for the 
government of the Institution as the oommitteo may from time to time deter- 
mine Mon. 

IX. The Governor of the Workhouse shall refer to the Seoretary for any 
further instructions he may bo m need oi regarding matters not distinctly pro- 
vided for m the rules. 

X. The Governor shall, at every monthly meeting of the committee, 
produce for inspection all the books and aooounts of the workhouse. 

XI. The Governor of the Workhouse shall furnish to the Seoretary, for 
the information of the committee, a weekly return, showing the number of 
persons in tbe said Workhouse and how each person is employed. 

XII. Thb Governor of the Workhouse shall use his best endeavours to 
obtain outside the workhouse suitable employment for the vagrants, and when 
such, employment can he obtamed, the Governor shall report to the Seoretary the 
faot and the oonditions offered for the information of the Committee of Manage- 
ment. 

XIII. The Governor of the Workhouse shall attend to all directions of 
the medical officer as regards the clothing, diet, bedding, etc., of the sick, and 
such inmates shall not be put to any work unless ooitified by the medical officer 
to be fit for labour. In oases of severe illness the Seoretary ot the committee may 
sanction the removal of the vagrant to one, of the Government hospitals, and 
while an inmate of this hospital he will he oonsidered to be still a vagrant in the 
, Workhouse. On his recovery the hospital authorities will notify the faot, and 
the Governor shall take immediate steps to conduct him back to the workhouse. 

XIV. In ease of any death among the inmates of the W orkhouse or hospital, 
the Governor shall report such death to the Seoretary for the information of the 
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CommisBionei' of Police, and if , that ofiSoer gives orders for the disposal of the 
body, the Governor shall inform the nearest relatives or friends of the deceased 
if they can be found, and such relatives and friends may be allowed to remove 
the corpse ; otherwise the Governor of the Workhouse shall himself make arrange- 
ments lor the disposal of the body 

XV. The Governor shall direct the modioal offioer of the Workhouse to 
attend every morning to inspect the vagrants and at sudh other times as may be 
necessary, and shall see that in a hook, to be called “ The Medical Journal,” from 
tim'h to tirao the medioal oflBcer enters such observations on the sanitary state 
and resiraen of the Workhouse or inmates as ho may think desirable or neoossavy 
for the information of the Oommittoe of Management or monthly visitors. 


Subordinate Offleers. 

,XVI. The Governor shall see that all subordinate officers appointed to 
assist lura in the supervision of the Workhouse shall strictly obey all orders he 
may give with regard to the maintenance of order and disoipline in the Work- 
house ; that they shall be at their posts from the 16th March to the 16th 
September at half-past 6 o’clock in the morning, from the 16th September 
to the 16th March at 6 o’clock, and shall not quit the Workhouse until the neces- 
sary arrangements fot the safe custody of the inmates for the night shall have 
been made. 

XVII The Governor shall order subordinate officers at once to report 
immediately to him any misoonduot on the part of the inmates of the Workhouse, 
and if default be made in this, the Governor shall at once report the defaulting 
subordinate to the Committee - •> 

XVIII. The Governor shall take care that the subordinate officers shall 
not he absent without leave, except in oases of certified illness. 

XIX. The Governor of the Workhouse shall have the power to suspend 
any subordinate for misoonduot, but he must report the fact at onoe to the 
Committee.

XX. Thfe vagrants on admission shall he kept separate, until it be certified 
by the Medioal Officer that they are clean and are fit to be received amongst the 
other inmates. Shotld any of tkem he in a dirty condition or afflioted by 
vermin, the necessary steps must be taken, after consultation with the Modioal 
Officer, to have them properly cleaned. 

XXI. The vagrants shall be placed before the Medioal Officer of that Work- 
house the morning! after admission, who shalllexamine them and certify as to 
their fitness for hard labour, light labour, or no labour, their state of health and 
apparent sanity of mind. Should he consider any of them unfit for labour, he 
shall certify to that effect and place them under the necessary medioal treatment. 
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If certified as fit for Ifhour, they shall be immediately put to such work as the 
Governor of tho Workhouse may see fit. ■» 

XXII Employment of some sort, and if possible profitable employment, 
shall be provided for all inmates of the Workhouse. Any vagrant who does not 
perform his full task of daily work shall he kept at sedentary labour in a oeU on 
cell diet. 

XXIII. On a vagiant being admitted into the Workhouse he shall be 
provided with the following artioles of clothing, viz, one jumper, one pair 
pijamahs, one pair of shoes and one sola topee; he shall also leceive a towe7, a 
piece of country soap, a tin pot, plate and spoon, and two country blankets. 

XXT V, The clothes and property belonging to any inmate brought by 
him into the Workhouse shall be taken charge of by the Governor, and an 
inventory thereof be immediately made in a book kept for that purpose and 
signed by the vagrant. The said properly shall be kept by the Governor till the 
vagrant be discharged. In the event of his deoeaae, the efieots shall be sold 
and the proceeds disposed of as may be ordered in each ease by the Committee. 

Should the clothes of a vagrant on admission be in a filthy condition, the 
Governor may oause them to be burnt immediately after raalmg a note in the 
property register, showing what they were and his reasons for destroying them, 

XXV. The hours of labour shall be fixed according to the seasons by the 

Governor, the period of labour not to exceed six hours per dtem. The quantity 
of stone to be broken by each vagrant during the horns of labour without any 
remuneration shall he 7^ oubio feet Any vagrant breaking stone in excess 
of the quantity shall be entitled to be paid tor his labout at rates to be fixed by 
the Committee _ ' 

On the discharge of a vagrant his nooount shall be made up, and moneys 
found due to him under the preceding rule shall he paid to him by the Governor. 

XXVI. Vagrants may write letters to their relatives or persons likely to 

emplov them. ‘ ' 

XXVIl. Vagrants shall, unless exempted by ordei of the Governori, be 
made to attend Divine Service regnlaily, and shall be visited by the Chaplains 
of their respective persuasions^ and not, save at their request, by Chaplains of 
different persuasion.

A Delivery Order is an order of the Board addressed to the Intendant of the 
Presidency Opium Godowns for delivery of a certain number of opium oheats ; 
and a oertifioate is a dooument authorising the Oolleotor of Customs to allow the 
shipment of the opium specified in it. The ourrenoy of a certificate is four 
days, exclusive of its date of issue, and exclusive of Sundays and Custom 
House holidays No Delivery Order or oertifioate for the export of opium vfill 
be iBBUod on the same day on which the opium has been sold. 

2. A shipper wishing to export opium shall first present his Delivery 
Order to the Intendant of the opium godowns, and take oat his chests of opium 
from the stacks and arrange them in the corridor, where he will mark them 
with his distinctive marks for shipment. Before removing the chests from 
the corridor the shipper shall obtain a pass from the Collector of Customs by 
presenting at the Ouatora House the oertifioate granted him by the Board, 
accompanied with a shipping bill (in duplicate) printed lu red ink. The 
Custom House pass, whioh will be granted on the shipping bill, shall then be 
shown to the Intendant, who will then give permission foi the removal of the 
opium chests foi shipment In the ease of opium chests whioh are passed out 
through the Custom House gate the shipper is ^so to show the Oustom 
House pass to the gate officer of the Custom House before takiug away 
his chests. 

3. ' If any opium covered by a certificate is not removed from the Presidenoy 
Godowns within a period of four days from the date of the issue of the 
oertifioate, the holder of the oertifioate must, within 24 hours next after the 
expiry of the said period, apply to the Board of Revenue for a fresh oertifioate 

4. If any opium has been removed from the Presidency Godowns within

1. Europeans who do not satisfy the definition of Native of India con- 
tained in section 6, Statute 33, Victoria, Ohaptei 3, are not eligible for appoint- 
ment to the Provincial Service without the previous sanction in each case of the 
Government of India. With such sanction they may be appointed if they are 
qualified under the oonditions mentioned in rule 2 of the above rules. 

2. The subjects of Native Princes in aUianoe with Her Majesty the Queen- 
Empress of India are eligible for appointment to the Provincial Service if they 
are qualified under the conditions mentioned in rule 2 of the above ml es 

3. All candidates for admission to the Judicial Branoh must furnish satis- 
factory evidence of a thorough knowledge of at least one of the vernacular 
languages of the province. The High lOourt will require all candidates who 
have not already furnished such evidence at some recognized examination, to 
pass a special examination in either Bengali, Hindi, Urdu or Uriya before 
appointment. 'I'he object of the examination will be to test the candidate’s 
knowledge of the language aud ability to write and read the written character 
with facility. The examination will include — 

(1) Translation into English of piooeedings, petitions, reports, eto., 

written in manuscript 

(2) Translation from English into the vernacular selected 

_ 4. Every person appointed to the Judicial Branoh shall be subject to a 
period of probation or training, during which time his appointment wUl be 
probationary only, unless in special oases the High Court deolares such proba- 
tion or training to be unneoeasary.

For minor breaches of discipline the Superintendent may order the for- 
feiture of the privileges for a week, and confinement in a cell for not more than 
24 hours, 

19. All orders passed under rule 18 shall be entered in a register which 
•will ha kept for the purpose, and should be submitted regularly to the visitors 
and to the Board. 

20. The Local Government may appoint from time to time as visitors 
gentlemen of position who are likely to take an interest in the welfare of the 
inmates of the Asylum. 

(1) Every visitor so appointed shall hold office for two years, but can be 
reappointed on the expiration of any snob term, at the discretion of Government. 

(S) The Secretary shall make arrangements with regard to the turn of 
visiting, etc. 

(S) A visit must be made by one or more of the visitors at least onoe a 
month Es oept in exceptional oircumstances, visitors should not visit the Asylum 
after nightfall or before sunrise, 

(^) Yisitors should visit every ward, yard and cell, and see every inmate 
at tlie time of their visit, and in every case of complaint made to them should 
inquire what the rules in force are, and whether these are observed or not ; and 
they should asoertain generally whether rules and orders ai'e adhered to. They 
may examine all prssoribed registers, and should examine the punishment 
register, and see that punishments are properly recordel. 

{5) A visitors’ book (to ho prescribed by the Board) shall he kept in the 
Asylum, and shall be presented to every visitor when he has oompleted his 
inspection of the Asylum. Every visitor shall record the date and hour of his 
visit, and any remarks he may care to make. (Such remarks should be limited 
to a statement and fair criticism of the actual facts which come to his knowledge, 
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and any suggestions he may wish, the Board to consider,) This book 'will bo 
laid before the next meeting of the Board, and the Board may, if necessary, 
forward a copy of the remarks to Government, together with its own observa- 
tion 

21. A copy of these rules in English and in the vernacular shall be hung 
up in each ward.

1, The Chief Presidency Magistrate will ordinarily sit from 10 a.m. till 
4-30 P.M., the other salaried Presidenoy Magistrates from 10-30 a.m, till 6 p.m., 
and the Presidenoy Magistrates other than <he Chief Presidenoy Magistrate or 
salaried Presidenoy Magistrates from midday till 5 p.m., on all days that are 
not gazetted holidays. On the last Saturday of each month one salaried 
Presidenoy Magistrate and a Bench of Presidency Magistrates only will sit. 
Special arrangements will be made for sittings during the Puja and Christmas 
holidays. 

2. The first salaried Presidenoy Magistrate will ordinarily tak e cognizance 
direct of all petty police oases (night charges) and of all oases under the 
Merchant Shipping Act. The second salaried Presidency Magistrate will 
ordinarily take cognizance direct of all oases sent up by the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals.

(6) “Superintendent ” means the Superintendent of the Civil Veterinary 

Department, Bengal ; 

(7) “ Schedule ” means the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

2. Every Inspector who receives information of the supposed existence, or 

who has reasonable grounds to suspect the existence, of glanders and faroy in 
any place within the local limits for which he is appointed, shall immediately 
report to theJdagistrate, and shall proceed at onoe to such place, and there 
exercise and perform the powers conferred and the duties imposed upon him 
under the Aot. . 
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Act XIII OF 1899 (thb Glandbrs and Raboy Act, 1899) — conid. 

3. WheQ any horse is diseased the owner or person in charge thereof 
shall— 

(o) if praoticahle, remove the horse to some isolated building at least 
fifty yards from the stable, building, shed, enolosed place, open 
lines or other place where it has been standing, or to a remote part 
of the said place ; 

(6) keep the horse as far as possible away from other horses not diseased 
and fiom dwelling houses ; and 

(c) give information of the faot of the disease, as soon possible, to an 
Inspector, or if there be no Inspootor at any place nearer than the 
nearest police-station, to that polioe-etation, and the ofBoer in 
charge of that station, if not himself an ’^nspeotor under the Act, 
shall forthwith report the same to an Inspector, and to the District 
Superintendent of Police. 

4. (1) Whenever an Inspector has reason to believe that a diseased horse 
is to be found in any enolosm’e, field, building or other place, he shall enter 
such enclosure, field, building or other place, and search for and inspect such 
horse and all other horsM (if any) therein. 

{2) Every entry and inspection made by an Inspector under this rule or 
under section 6 of the Act shall be made in the presence of the owner or petson 
in charge of the place, or of the owner or person in charge of the horse, or of 
both if they desire to attend. 

(3) Before making any such entry the Inspector shall hand a written or 
printed notice of his intention to the owner or person in charge of the place, or 
to the owner or person in oharge of the horse, or to both if they are present at 
the time of such entry, and he must also, if so required, produce his certificate of 
appointment. 

{fy) Every such oertifioate shall be in Form No. I in the Schedule hereto 
annexed. 

(5) When making any such entry, search and inspection, the Inspector may 
be accompanied by any other Inspector or by any veterinary practitioner, or by 
any other person, whom he may consider it necessary to take with him. 

(d) OAie person in charge of the place, and the owner or person in oharge of 
the horse shah give free access to the Inspeotor and the persons (if any) accom- 
panying him, and shall in every way facilitate the search and inspection. 

[7) If an Inspeotor has reason to believe that the owner or person in oharge 
of a horse is absenting himself in order to evade the provisions of the Act or 
these rules, or if he meets with resistance or obstruotion in making the entry, he 
may nevertheless make such entry if he be accompanied by not less than 
two persons, appointed in writing by the Magistrate. 

6. (i) Whenever an Inspeotor has reason to believe that any horse is 
diseased, he shall seize such horse and isolate it in a suitable place for the pur- 
poses of examination, for such a peiiod, not exceeding four mouths, as may be 
deemed necessary ; » 

Provided that such period may be shortened or extended by order of the 
Magistrate. ' r

If the owner or person in charge is absent at the time of seizure, the 
Inspector shall nail the said copy on a prominent place within or near the pre- 
mises where the seizure took place. 

7. Every animal that has been in the same field, building, or place, or in 
contact with a diseased horsej shall be liable to be isolated m a suitable place. 
A report of the transaction shall be forwarded by the Inspector to the Magis- 
trate, to the Superintendent and to the veterinary praotitioner. 

8. If an Inspector or veterinary praotitioner has reason to believe that 
the provisions of the Act will not be properly carried out iu any case, such 
Inspector or veterinary practitioner may apply to the Magistrate, who may 
depute a constable to take charge of the diseased or in-oontaot horse which has 
been isolated for examination. 

9. A certificate of a veterinary practitioner under section 8 of the Act 
that any horse is diseased shall not be valid unless it is in Form No 2 in the 
Schedule hereto annexed, and has been countersigned by the Superintendent, 
Civil Veterinary Depaitment, or by some officer deputed by bira in that 
behalf. 

10. If a veterinary practitioner certifies under section 8 of the Act that 
a horse is diseased, it shall be destroyed humanely in the presence of an Inspector 
and the owner or the person in charge of the horse shall cause the carcass 
to be buried or burnt, in a suitable place. 

11. "When the carcass ot a horse destroyed under the Act is buried, the 
grave shall Pot be less than nine feet deep, and the skin of the oaroass shall be 
slashed to prevent its being used. All earth contaminated with blood, or any 
discharge from the oaroass shall be thrown into the grave, and the carcass shall 
be covered with 20 lbs. of quicklime 

12. When a horse or carcass which is diseased or which is believed to be 

diseased is about to be removed to another place for examination, slaughter, 
cremation, burial qr any other lawful purpose, the owner or person in charge of 
the horse or«caroass shall attach a suitable oovering to its nostrils, or to any 
part of the body fiom which contagious or infectious matter may escape, so as 
to minimize danger from contact, during removal. •

13. (j() If a diseased horse dies, the owner or the person in charge of it 
shall, as soon as possible, and with all clue care for the prevention of contagion 
to other horses and to human beings, cause the carcass to be taken to a suitable 
place, to be there burnt or buried or otherwise disposed of in the safest and most 
efficacious manner praotioahle. 

{S) The means of disposal to be adopted shall be decided in eaoh case by 
the Inspeotor, and shall be leooided in writing, and the work shall be carried 
out under his supervision 

14. No person shall intentionally or negligently cause or permit a diseased 
horse to stray or to he worked, or, otherwise than in aocordanoe with these rules, 
to he led or driven m a public thoroughfare, road, street, or place.

(») Every piece of stable gear connected in any way with a diseased 
horse shall he destroyed by fire, except ironwoik, which shall be 
made red-hot. 

(ti) The roof of the stable, building or shed in which the diseased horse 
has been kept shall bo well oleaned and freed from all dust and 
cobwebs. 

(i«) The walls of suoh stable, building or shed shall he scraped, feeding- 
troughs shall be burnt, and all woodwork within reach of horses 
shall be oarofnlly washed with soft soap and hot water, mixed with 
crude oarholio aoid or phenyle in the proportion of 5 p6> cent, of 
acid or phenyle. 

(tu) The floor of such stable, building or shed, if of mud or hriok, shall 
be dug up for at least eight mohes, and more if urme has 
percolated deeper, and fresh material shall be laid down. If the 
floor be of cement, in good repair, it shall be treated in the same 
way as the walls. 

(«)) All re. use derived from cleansing, and all dung, litter, straw, grass 
and hay shall be burnt, and that which will not bum shall be 
buried at least six feet deep. 

(vii The whole of suoh stable, building or shed shall be thoroughly 
whitewashed with good lime and water, to which 5 per cent of 
crude carbolic acid ox phenyle has been added. 

(vii) Temporary stables of straw, grass or similar materials shall he

16. "When any diseased horse has been kept or earned in any cart, 
carriage, railway truck, country boat or other conveyance of whatsoever nature, 
or has been used in drawing any carriage, cart, or othrr conveyance, the 
Inspector shall issue a notice to the owner or other person in olArge of such 
conveyance directing him to have the -same disinfected, together with such 
fittings appertaining thereto as it may seem neoessary to the said Inspector to 
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disinfect Such notice shall be m Form 4 of the Sohednle annexed to these 
rules and the work of disiafeotion shall be earned out, within the time specified 
in the notice, in the following manner : — 

(i) When any oert or railway truck has become infected, the woodwork 

of such cart or truck shall be thoroughly scraped, washed with 
soap and hot water oontammg 6 per cent, of crude oarholio acid or 
phonyle and exposed to the sun for two days, after which the 
treatment shall be repeated. 

(ii) When any carnage has become infected, every part of such carriage 

with which tlie diseased animal oan have oome into oontaot, such 
as the pole or shafts, dashboard, eto , shall be washed with soap 
and hot water containing 5 per cent, of crude carbolic aoid or 
phenyle ; and the paint shall be scraped off and the parts 
repainted. The rest of the vehicle shall be thoroughly washed 
with soap and hot water containing 6 per cent of crude oarholio 
aoid or phenyle. 

(lii) When a boat has become infected, the rules prescribed m clauses 
(»), (!»■), {tit), {v) and {vt) of Ibe last preofding rule shall be 
obseived, so far as they are applicable. The floor shall be tieated 
with special reference to clause {hi) of that rule and all 
battens shall be removed and burnt: 

Provided that, all stable gear which may have been connected in any way 
with a diseased horse during the time that | the] i was kept or carried in any of 
the conveyances referred to in this rule, aud all refuse derived from oleansing, and 
all dung, litter, straw, grass and hay similarly biought into oontaot with such 
animal during the same period, shall be dealt with as laid down in clauses (t) and 
(») of the preceding rule. 

17. Every stable, shed, building, conveyance or boat which has been 
disinfected under rules 16 and 16 shall be examined by an Inspector after 
disinfection, to see whether the work has been thoroughly carried out, and the 
owner or the pers n in charge of such stable, shed, building, conveyance or boat 
shall give him reasonable facilities for such exomination. If he is not satisfied 
that the work of disinfeotion has been thoroughly done, the Inspector may 
pass such orders as he may consider necessary for the proper disinfection of 
such stable, shed, building, conveyance or boat, and the owner or person m 
charge thereof shall carry out such orders without delay. 

18. (2) A license granted by the Inspector under section 11 of the Act 
foe the removal of a horse which has been m the same field, building, shed or 
place as, or in contact with, a diseased horse, shall not be valid unless it is in 
Form No. 6 in t,he Schedule hereto annexed and has been countersigned by the 
Magistrate. 

(^) No such license shall be granted unless — 

{a) the htrso has been isolated for a period of not less than one hundred 
and twenty days since the death or slaughter of the diseased 
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horse, and has during that period shown no symptoms of 
disease ; or 

(6) the horse has been suffioiently tested with mallein or any other 
reoognued test, to enable the Superintendent to certify that the 
animal is free from glanders and faroy. 

19. The aolual expenses of detaining, isolating and testing a horse, and 
of the disinfection of stables and the disposal of carcasses under the provisions of 
the Act may be recovered from the owner or the person in charge thereof by 
the Magistrate as if it were a fine. 

20. ' Whoever refuses or neglects to comply with, or commits a breach of, 
any of these rules, may he punished with imprisonment for a term which may 
extend to one month, or with a fine whioh may extend to fifty rupees, or with 
both.
